We join most 
Americans in wishing him our sin­ 
cere best wishes as he undertakes 
the most demanding job in the world. 
At least now7 he no longer needs 
to be referred to by that awkward 
manner of President-elect.

so

All of this 
should come under the duties of the 
new7 administration and not the old 
I his is especially true this year 
when we not only have a new7 presi­ 
dent but one of a different party. 
It seems that things are happen­ 
ing too flist in the world today for us 
to spend this long in changing from 
one administration to another. To 
the credit of both outgoing President 
-Johnson and the incoming President 
we have had the smoothest change­ 
over in the history of this nation. 
But, at the same time, we still have 
the situation where we present to 
the world an image of having two 
different leaders for a period of o- 
ver tw'o months. 
I his serves no useful purpose 
and only leads to confusion both at 
home and abroad. 
The advent of our modern com­ 
munication systems and world wide 
transportation networks have creat­ 
ed many problems in the mechanics 
of our governmental system with 
this being only one of them. 


We were shocked to find out that 
under our taxing system Congress 
has to give the president a $100,000 
raise in order for him to 
keep 
$26,000. 
Since the other $74, OOO 
just comes out of the U. S. Treasury 
and back into it, this seems some­ 
what akin to Indian giving. We don’t 
know7 any answer to it but it sure is 
misleading to say the least. 


We were quite pleased to find 
out that the Institute of Texas Cul­ 
tures, the surprise hit of the Hem- 
isFair, wall be reopened Sunday. 
March 2, on Texas Independence Day 
We have no idea when we will get 
the chance to go back to San Antonio 
but when w7e do, we hope that we will 
ha\e time to schedule a few7 hours 
to visit this fascinating museum of 
Texas history. 
Most of the exhibits visitors saw 
during the fair will still be there, 
plus some new7 attractions.

I ni versify will offer a degree pro­ 
gram in Police Administration under 
the newly created Department of 
Law Enforcement.

At the present 
time only eight colleges in Texas 
offer a two year associate of Arts 
degree in Police Science and no 
school offers a four year course un­ 
til now7.

“The vehicle 
identification 
number, title numbers and li­ 
cense plate num bers will be 
the prim ary means of access­ 
ing the m aster computer file 
in the future and it is, there­ 
fore, most im portant 
th at

“The applicant’s local resi­ 
dence address should be shown 
on all 1969 registration re­ 
ceipts.
